Engelmann  family  in  the  IJ  S 
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This  brief  sketch  of  the  Engelmann  family 
was  prepared  by  the  Engelmann  Cemetery  Association, 
the  descendants  of  Theodor  Friedrich  Engelmann  who 
emigrated  to  America  with  his  family  in  1833.  While 
incomplete  in  some  detail  it  covers  the  family  as 
fully  as  it  is  possible  to  do  in  view  of  the  many 
generations  involved  and  the  fact  the  Association 
is  not  in  touch  with  all  members  of  the  family. 

The  Engelmann  Cemetery  Association  main¬ 
tains  a  family  burial  plot  near  Shiloh,  St.  Clair 
County,  Illinois,  adjacent  to  the  old  ancestral 
home.  The  gateway  of  the  cemetery  bears  the  fol¬ 
lowing  inscription: 

"Einst  war  es,  vor  vielen  Jahren,  von  des 
Rheines  reb-bokranzten  Stand,  Kamen  Pilger 
ubers  Meer  gefahren,  grutenden  ein  Heim  in 
freien  Land;  Doch  schon  Langst  verklangen 
ihre  Tritte  auf  dem  Pfad  sum  grossen 
Geistermeer,  Stilles  Haus  in  Dunkler  Waldes- 
mitte,  ihre  Graber  liegen  um  dich  hier.”

ENGELMANN  CEMETERY  ASSOCIATION 
January  1934 
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To  the  very  quaint  old  Reform  church  in  Bacharach,  in 
the  beautiful  Valley  of  the  Rhine,  came,  in  1760,  a  young 
minister  named  Erasmus  Theodor  Engelmann.  He  was  the  son 
of  Jeane  Pierre  Angeaume  (1690-1751)  who  germanized  the  name 
into  ENGELMANN,  and  the  grandson  of  Jerome  Comedec  Angeaume 
(1660-1727).  The  Angeaumes  were  French  Hugenots  who  fled 
to  Germany  to  escape  the  religious  persecutions  practised 
under  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV.  Littlo  is  authentically 
known  of  the  grandfather,  but  Jean  Pierre  was  minister  of 
the  Wallonic  church  at  Ottersberg,  in  the  Pfalz,  where 
Erasmus  Theodor  was  born  in  1730, 

Erasmus  Theodor  Engelmann  remained  with  the  church  in 
Bacharach  for  forty-two  years  until  his  death  in  1802. 
Bacharach  at  that  time,  and  for  many  years  previous,  was 
one  of  the  more  important  towns  of  the  Rhine,  being  a  wine 
center,  in  fact  the  winecenter  of  the  valley,  but  has  since 
lost  much  of  its  prestige.  The  Reform  church  was  built 
during  the  fourteenth  century  and  still  stands.  Erasmus 
Theodor  and  his  wife  are  b&ried  within,  but  the  exact  lo¬ 
cation  is  now  not  marked  since  a  new  floor  was  laid  over 
the  old  one  some  thirty  years  ago. 

Erasmus  Theodor  and  his  wife  were  blessed  with  a 
large  family  of  children.  Two  of  them  stand  out  as  impor¬ 
tant  to  us,  being  Maria  Dorothea,  the  first  child,  who 
married  Jacob  Hilgard,  and  Theodor  Friedrich,  tenth  child, 
who  established  the  Engelmann  family  in  America. 

Jacob  Hilgard,  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  to  Maria 
Dorothea,  was  assistant  pastor  of  the  Reform  Church  at 
Bacharach.  Later  ho  became  minister  in  the  wealthy  village 
of  Marnheim.  He  was  a  highly  educated  and  talented  student 
of  philosophy  and  theology  and  the  history  of  the  Hilgard 
family  gives  further  information  concerning  him. 

Theodor  Friedrich  Engelmann  emigrated  to  America  in 
1833.  In  Germany  his  residence  was  at  Imsbach  where  he 
was  master  of  the  forests.  John  Scheel  was  his  assistant 
and  came  to  America  with  him,  later  marrying  his  daughter 
Elizabeth.  Theodor  took  up  the  vocation  of  farming, 
specializing  in  winemaking.  His  home  was  noted  for  its 
hospitality.  His  death  in  1354  was  hastened  by  the  tragic 
fate  of  his  son  Jacob  who  had  returned  to  Germany  to  marry 
and  who  was  lost  at  3ea  with  his  bride  and  her  sister  when 
the  Steamship  City  of  Glasgow  went  down  in  that  year.

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ENGELMANN-HILGARD  FAMILY  REUNION 


Bacharach,  Germany  -  September  10th,  11th,  1932 


The  Pfalz,  in  the  Valley  of  the  Rhine,  is  still  the  home  of 
many  of  the  European  branch  of  the  family.  It  is  a  beautiful 
country,  scenic  and  picturesque,  with  a  wealth  of  legends,  his¬ 
toric  castles,  countless  vineyards  and  unexcelled  wines. 

In  1931  our  esteemed  cousin,  K.  Emil  Hilgard  of  Zurich, 
Switzerland,  came  to  America  as  emissary  to  interest  the  family 
here  in  the  proposed  1932  reunion  in  Bacharach.  Great  plans 
were  being  made  as  the  families  had  had  no  reunion  in  a  gener¬ 
ation.  B.  V/aldo  Hilgard  and  wife  Annalouise,  of  Belleville, 
were  designated  to  represent  the  American  branches  of  both  fam¬ 
ilies  and  attended.  It  was  perhaps  a  coincident  that  after  the 
close  of  the  World  War,  Cousin  Hilgard  was  stationed  at  Koblenz 
for  the  better  part  of  a  year,  surrounded  by  relatives  without 
knowing  it,  and  making  many  trips  through  Bacharach  and  other 
towns  of  family  interest  without  a  thought  of  their  significance. 

After  renewing  acquaintanceships  at  several  points  in 
Germany,  the  Hilgards  reached  Bacharach  the  afternoon  of  Satur¬ 
day,  September  10th.  Many  of  the  family  had  already  assembled 
at  Hotel  Herbrecht  and  the  matter  of  introductions  and  attempts 
to  connect  relationships  was  already  under  way  in  earnest.  With¬ 
out  an  Intimate  knowledge  of  the  "family  tree’’  this  was  a  decided 
task . 


Dinner  was  served  at  6:30  P.M.  with  over  100  in  attendance. 
The  head  of  each  family  group  gave  the  individual  names  and  ante¬ 
cedents  back  to  Erasmus  Theodor.  Dr.  Conrad,  Minister  of  the 
Reform  Church  of  Bacharach,  said  the  blessing  and  made  a  few  re¬ 
marks.  Dr.  Bert  Engler  made  a  talk  on  behalf  of  the  Engelmann 
branch  and  Prof.  K.  E.  Hilgard  for  the  Hilgard  branch,  and  about 
his  trip  to  America  and  the  family  activities  here.  A  cablegram 
from  Oswald  and  Harold  Villard  was  rend  and  applauded.  Dr.  Felix 
Loclimann  then  read  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  Theodor  Hilgard,  Sr., 
which  consumed  much  of  the  evening.  The  meeting  adjourned  about 
midnight,  v.hereupon  a  group  of  the  "younger"  element,  including 
the  American  representatives,  reconvened  at  the  famous  Althaus 
(a  typical  Rhenish  tavern,  built  in  1368)  and  the  party  made 
merry  until  the  early  morning  hours  -  it  was  a  special  concession 
on  the  part  of  the  local  authorities  that  the  tavern  remained 
open  beyond  the  regulation  time  -  upon  adjournment  the  Village 
policeman  considerately  turned  on  the  street  lights  so  that  the 
party  might  the  more  easily  find  its  way  about. 

Sunday  morning  special  services  were  held  in  the  Reform 
Church,  with  a  sermon  on  Erasmus  Theodor  Engelmann  and  others  of 
the  family  by  Dr.  Conrad,  a  violin  solo  by  one  of  the  family  and 
singing  by  a  chorus  of  youngsters  of  the  village.  After  services 
tiie  group  visited  the  old  Engelmann  home,  erected  In  1996,  where 
the  family  lived  from  1760-1802  and  from  which  Erasmus  Theodor 
once  fled,  being  interrupted  in  writing  a  sermon  by  French  cannon 
balls  dropping  into  the  Village  from  over  the  heights  above. 

For  the  afternoon  a  boat  trip  to  Assmonsshnuaen  had  been 
arranged  -  this  was  the  last  formality  of  the  Reunion  and  the 
ga  the  ring  di s  b  ande  d .
